wnat a slinfular train of thought la conjured up 
In the mind on reading in the public prints the 
almost fatcfUlword, •Most,” In connection with a 
human being, and particularly so where the missing 
one is enveloped In the cloud of crime and mystery 
which overhangs a great city like this metropoUa 
The hand of the robber assassin at once reveals 
Itself in shadowy outline before the Imagination, 
as haunting and Impalpable as the blood-gouted 
dagger that harrowed the soul and sight of the 
guilty Thane of Cawdor, and the gurgUng of the 
waters against the piers at night re-echoes the 
aonghlng sobs of the cold hearts that ever and 
anon find repose beneath the dark ami trouble- 
hiding bosom of the river. These two thoughts are 
almost Invariably the first that strike the minds of 
anxious m ends who mourn the missing ones, and 
have many times caused very unnecessary heart- 
achlngs and sorrows in the intervals of departure 
and return. 
It IS no infrequent occurrence to read In the 
H brald’s advertising columns the announcement 
that a son, a husband, a Ihther is mtsslag, and the 
yearning language in which the adverUsements are 
oftentimes couched evokes a fhellng of deep com­ 
miseration, both for the sought and the seeking. 
The police rate.the catalogue of 
UMT OB MiaSINO FXB80N8 
under three or four heads, which ordinarily cover 
the prompting circumstances under which they 
have disappeared. First, of course, and Urgely in 
the ascendant la numertoal ratto are the lost 
children, the reason of their disappearance being 
their 
Ignorance 
of 
localities 
and 
the fact 
that they have strayed ffom home. Next come 
adults of dissolute habits, who are “ lost” in 
drunken sprees of days’ or weeks’ duration in out- 
of-the-way dens and glnmllls. The chief canse of 
this class of disappearance is natural tendency to 
inebriety, lack of employment, despondency re­ 
garding worldly circumstances and domestic 
embroilments. All these grades ef unhappy people 
naturally fly to drown trouble in the bowl, which 
Invariably resurrects still other social spectres to 
make existence yet more intolerable to the victims. 
The next class in order Is the commercial class— 
merchants and clerks—who become embarrassed 
In their accounts, either through the “wine and 
women” sluice to ruin or playing with too much 
Ivory on the green cloth. 
With this unfortunate 
body of Victims a sudden and nntraceable flight to 
parts unknown or a plunge ftom a pier at midnight 
usually brings Irresponsibility for all deeds done 
In 
the 
flesh, and 
closes existence 
with

mystery that is merciful in covering shame and 
Boftening the condemnation which the Uving may 
be prone to award them, when it is felt that to re­ 
proach is but to blur a career already untimely 
blotted out. The fourth class embraces the list of 
mentally Incompetent or Insane persons, aged 
people and wayward young persons, girls of tender 
age and precocious ideas, comprising the mgjor 
portion of this last grade of “missing.”

Applications arc made every day at 
headquarters for police aid In recovering missing 
perscns, and all these requests, embracing personal

to keep a lookout for the person descrl»>ed. It is 
only upon personal notification by friends that the 
police offlclals take cognizance of cases of this

In 
the event of the voluntary return of tbe missing 
ones, report the fact to the authorities, and as a 
consequence the police never can know how 
many of tbose reported lost are eventually recov­ 
ered. 
The English police during 1870 were called upon 
for assistance In the cases of 6,768 lost persons, 
and of these 8,734 were under ten years of age. 
The police found and restored 2,819 chUdren and 
446 adults, 62 adults committed suicide, and at the 
close of the year four children and 66 adults were 
still missing. It wlU be noticed that the police 
were much more successful In finding children tbau 
adults, which leads to the suspicion that In 
England, as In this country, a good many of tbe 
latter were not particularly desirous of being

News from the Expedition Sent by the Herald 
Commiisioner to Succor Dr. Livingstone. 


London, Sept. 1, 1872. 
To THE Editor of the Hekald 
1 received the following letter from a gentleman 
at Zanzibar, whom I requested, before leaving 
there, to forward me any particulars of the ex­ 
pedition forwarded to Dr. Livingstone before I loft 
that Island 
Zanzibar. July 22,1872. 
Mv Dear Mb. Stanley—1 am very giad to be able 
to forward to you some intelUgence from your last 
expedition, although 1 fear It Is not, perhaps, what 
you may expect; but you know an Arab Is now 
doing slowly what you formerly accomplished with 
despatch. 
A messenger bringing letters from one Amer bln

He says he reached the coast ten 
days after passing them. If this Is so they have 
made alow progress. He may have made a mlatake 
In his count; you can judge, however, from the 
place they had reached. Amer bln Salim writes 
that the Doctor was •‘at Unyauyemhe all right.” I 
have not heard that any letters have been received 
from blm. All Zanzibar friends are well. 
I have extracted from the letters such news as 1 
thought would interest your readers. Mpwa-pwa 
is the village In Usagara where my Scotch assistant 
Farquhar died. Ills the half-way place to Unyan­ 
yembe for a loaded caravan. It Is on tbe verge of 
the sterile region. 
According to the messengers 
they were met on the 6th of July. Within twenty- 
five days from Mwpa-pwa the caravan could easily 
reach the Doctor. We will say, then, that on the 1st 
of August the Doctor received his stores and letters, 
and, what Is as important, his men. 
My friend 
means when be says “had lost no men” that none 
had deserted. The Doctor intended to have stopped 
ten days at Unyanyembe after getting his stores 
and then pursue bis journey, which would make It 
the 10th of August when be left Unyanyembe. 
Within twenty days, allowing for all contingencies, 
he must be somewhere near Mrera, Central Uco- 
nongo.

HEQ&0 RIOT IN PITTSBUBO. 


Bloody Fight Between n Colored Grant 
Clnb nnd a White Greeley Clnb—Une 
Hundred 
Shots 
Flred.-8lx 
Negroes

PrrrsBUBo, Sept. 14, 1872. 
At about half-past ten o’clock to-ulght a despe­ 
rate fight took place on Wylie street, between the 
members of the Eleventh Ward Grant Club, com­ 
posed of colored men, and a number of citizens of 
the Fifth ward, which gives a democratic majority 
of-upw ards of six hundred. 
A meeting of 
demoorats was held at the foot of Chatham 
street to-night, and addressed by several local 
speakers. The darkey club is accused of marching 
past the gathering with a thundering of drums and 
blowing of fifes until the voices of the speakers 
were completely drowned. The negroes were not 
attacked for this, and returned in the same man­ 
ner. They passed by for the second time without 
being disturbed. But on reacülng high street a 
crowd on the sidewalk,' a portion of whom were 
suspected of being members ol the Central Greeley 
Club, cheered for Greeley and tauntingly alluded 
to the colored men’s turnout. Then the Fifth Ward 
Greeley Club came upon the scene, 
nie captain 
of the negro club ordered his band to play. In a 
moment there ensued great confusion 
The pro 
cession broke up, and stones were hurled In every 
direction. 
A saloon, kept by one Powers, was 
cleaned out by the negroes, who accused the pro- 
prtetor of sheltering the rioters. The fighting was 
of the most desperate description, lasting not more 
than ten minutes, bnt In this time ono hundred 
shots wore fired. Some six negroes were shot, but 
how badly cannot be ascertained at this moment. 
One white man, named John Leveil, had his skull 
fractured by a stone and cannot live through tbe 
night. For a time the Mayor and the police were 
powerless to quell the riot, but eventually suc­ 
ceeded. The blame of the affair is generally laid to 
thejiegroes. The large plate glass windows of 
Keshberger’s store were smashed to atoms.

Pauline Lucca at her mansion In Fourteenth 
street, last night, was worthy of this envied queen. 
It Is Indeed a long time since auy artist, however 
brUIlant, was the recipient of such a generous 
welcome, and whether or not the fomous cautatrlce 
realizes tbe extraordinary expectations long since 
formed or her powers, the warm and heartfelt 
greeting of last night must hold a high place m the 
annais of the lyric stage. To be sure the name of 
Lucca bad preceded her; but a brief retrospect of 
the past win readily convince the casual observer 
that New Yosk Is now prepared to give substanttal 
appreciation to tbe best talent the world can pro­ 
duce. 
The cordial reception of “Unsere Klelno Pauline” 
was nothing more than the open expression of this 
public feeling—an earnest desire to welcome to the 
Empire City the greatest lyric artist of the day. 
And It cannot bo denied that to one musical organ­ 
ization—the for-famed Llederkranz—New York owes 
a great deal for the marvellous progress observable 
In numerous important directions, and It Is no 
exaggeration to say that ita members, represent­ 
ing some of the best interests of the metropolis, 
have contributed lu no small degree to the present 
refined musical taste for which the city Is becoming 
so widely known. 
Under such auspices then, as 
those of the popular Uederkranz, It would go hard 
Indeed If the serenade were not a glorious success. 
Beyond question it was a musical triumph, reflect­ 
ing credit on the society as well as doing full jus­ 
tice and honor to the world-renowned artist whose 
advent was so appropriately celebrated. 
The serenade was, all In all, a brilliant aflhlr. As 
it was not generally known at what boar tbs

thetr dignity and were compelled to restrain the

Here 
was 
the 
first 
or­ 
ganization in the country coming forward to 
extend a hearty welcome—after all, that Is what the 
serenade meant—to an artist who has yet to win 
her lyric triumphs In the New World. 
Ringing 
cheers arose from all sides, and although some 
difficulty 
was 
now 
and

experienced 
In forcing a passage the members succeeded In 
congregating in front of the house No. 17 East Four­ 
teenth street. The locality was ablaze with bril­ 
liant lights; every window was crowded, and as 
the pressing multitude grew greater and more 
earnest, the feeling of expectancy to catch a gllmse 
of this operatic heroine took possession of all. 
Tlie recollection of the scene will not easily be for­ 
gotten, and, in days to come, the serenade to 
Lucca by the Llederkranz will ever be recalled 
as a remarkable episode in the history of the lyric 
stage. 
The fair cautatrlce was like a ray of light in the 
spacious parlors, and her presence lent an addi­ 
tional charm to what was charming before. Bright, 
vivacious, with a smile or a kind word for every­ 
body, the dainty little sprite flashed through the gai- 
ly-dressed throng of visitors llko a Perl, and every one 
pressed forward to catch a gllmnse of the tantaliz­ 
ing lady who has set half Europe crazy os much by 
her charming manner as by her sparkling voice. 
Introductions poured fast and thick, and It was no 
easy task, especially after the recent fatigue of a 
long voyage, to bo amiable to all. Tbe crowd was 
fascinated, mesmerized, or whatever yon may be 
pleased to call It. Occasionally some ovcrentbusiastic 
gentleman, gifted with an undue allowance ofvolce 
ana remarkable scarcity of hair, would forget all 
rules of etiquette and throw himself on his knees 
before the fair artist. But the ovation was of such 
a surpassing kind that even these escapades on 
the part of elderly gentlemen were overlooked in 
the whirlwind of excitement. 
The magnificent 
parlors were completely thronged when the prin­ 
cipal singers of the Llederkranz Society were in­ 
troduced to the Queen of Song. 
Tliere was the 
portly form and jolly face of Fred Steins, the 
smiUQff countenance of Loula Gellfuss, the ever 
ready wit of Albert Weber, the spectacled, luminous 
eyes of Bergmann and Paur; the violinist, Wleni- 
awski, whose rotundity of form became tbe cyno­ 
sure of all eyes; the twinkling expression and 
circumscribed dimensions of that prince of buffOs, 
Ronconi; tbo excitable Maretzek; the bland, quiet 
Jarrett, and a hundred others of artistic notoriety. 
Among the ladles were Mile. Llebhart, of the 
Rubenstein concert troupe; Miss Vienna Demorest, 
the young American artist, and Mrs. Albert Weber. 
But the centre of attraction was the little sprite 
that flitted in and out of the parlors, making every­ 
one feel at home, and uniting to the grace and ele­ 
gance of tbe court lady the abandon and ease 
of a friend among friends. 
There Is an Ir- 
resistable magnetism about Lucca In society that 
is indescribable. 
Everyone that met her last 
night went away delighted and a willing captive to 
her seductive Influence. She Is ono of those freaks

R ecent com m unications in your Sunday Issues on 
the subject of Spiritualism , Its relation to heaven 
and hell (by Bible Spiritualist et al.), pro m p U a 
constant reader of your valuable paper to subm it 
iom e rem arks on the subject Intim ately connected 
with this class of phenom ena, and aim ing at a 
rational explanation of the same. 
Scientists m ain­ 
tain th at the purely intellectual phenom ena, as 
somnambulism, 
clairvoyance. 
Inspiration. 
Ac., 
originate in m ere ha.luclnatlon, derangem ents of 
the nervous system, Ac., and are a delusion and 
a snare. A final settlem ent of this question, if 
possible, and rationally deduced from the govern­ 
ing laws of the universe, would favor sclentlflc pro­ 
gress, while nothing Is gained from simply rejecting 
as Illusory w hat passes our ability to com prehend 
or explain on the basis of known prem ises, thereby 
erroneously presnpposlng the state of our present 
knowledge complete. 
Even the Imperfect state of our knowledge of 
n ature seems to Indicate the firm and practical 
basis, from which logical and easy conclusions lead 
to a satisfactory solution of m uch th at otherwise 
appears incom prehensible In the w orking of the 
m ind, and a large field may be opened for fruitful, 
scientific exploration where before speculation 
only ran wild. We now know th at the whole uni­ 
verse Is a conglom eration of m atter, ponderablr or 
spectroscopically ascertained, or still undeter­ 
mined. and we may reasonably hope to attain more 
extensive knowledge as onr m echanical m eans, 
devised by science, shall advance. It is also ail- 
m ltted on all sides th at every p art and particle in 
the vast universe acts m ediately upon every other 
p art by gravitation or otherw ise, and th at the in­ 
terchanging action 
thus operates 
continually. 
Every p art of the universe gives and receives Im­ 
pressions ftom the com m unicated action of aU 
other 
parts. 
Organic IkkHcs 
are subject to 
the sam e law. Therefore we m ust allow as an nn- 
deniable met the existence of a netw ork oi aympa- 
theUc chords which connect us with everything 
else (and It may be presum ed pre-cm lneutly with 
terrestrial objects). 
We are provided with the 
senses of sight, hearing, touch. Ac., aud we p er­ 
ceive by the aid of these organs certain Kinds ot the 
m ultitude of Impressions constantly conveyed to 
th em : but even of these Impressions only a com­ 
paratively Insignificant portion (to which our im­ 
m ediate attention Is given) can be arranged by the 
brain, which has the function to analyze or d eter­ 
mine their im port, to draw conclusions as to action 
111 regard to It and to direct the respective organs 
to execute this action. 
We know furtherm ore th at 
only a small portion of the transm itted light waves 
Is actually visible to us, or of sound perceptible to 
our ear, or other action of a certain Intensity per­ 
ceptible to our touch, A c.: still the vast am ount of 
other action takes place and Is com m unicated to us 
though our said organs do not perceive I t ; and 
tiius we have accnstom ed ourselves as studiously 
a« unaccountably to ignore, aye, to deny Its ex ist­ 
ence. A brief scrutiny ol his own constant ex ­ 
perience will convince everybody th a t m any In­ 
fluences arc acting upon him, for which he cannot 
exact Iv account, though he Is aw are of them . The 
blind, (leaf or deficient In other functlona obtalna 
Intelligence, for which the rem aining outer senses 
do not account. I conclude from the foregoing, as 
neceasarlly one of our facultles as the external 
tenses, the existence of an occult sense, w.ilch 
I shall term “occult or Innate perception,” till a 
a iHsiier one is suggested, and by which impres- 
slons are reallzi d, to which the ordinary senses 
are not aiisceorlble.

Is Man Im m ortal f

a s the columns of your valuable paper appear to 
be open to the discussion of the Im m ortality of tbe 
soul, I desire to avail m yself of the privilege of say­ 
ing a few words In reply to your correspondent, 
“ W. H.,” In your last Sunday’s Issue; not, indeed. 
In refutation of his Bible proofs as to the reality of 
Its doctrine of Im m ortality, but In regard to tho 
false Idea set forth a t the close of his article, where 
he says, “That the soul rests In the place prepared 
for It, while the bodv sleeps In the grave, aw aiting 
the glorious m orn of the resurrection, when It shall 
rise and be again Joined to the spirit, never m ore 
to be sep arated ; for then death will be conquered, 
and the body, the m ortal, put on Im m ortality.” 
Now, here is where he places a stum bling block In 
the way of a rational belief In the Im m ortality of 
the soul. 
He still clings to the old idea of a rcsia- 
rectlon of the m aterial l>ody, the fallacy of which is 
proved by his own quotation from the sacred vol­ 
ume, where It Is said, “Moses and Ellas talked with 
the Saviour at the transfiguration on the M ount.” 
Moses and Ellas, then, m ust have been In bodies of 
some sort, with all their facnltics and capacities 
about them, or they could not have been seen and 
known. St. Panl declares th at there is a natural 
body and there Is a spiritual body—is, nut Is to be. 
The soul or spirit Is the m an—his m aterial body 
forms no essential p art of him ; as regards His real 
sciniood, God Is a spirit, and m an is a spirit 
created 
In 
His 
image and llkimess. 
He Is 
clothed with a m aterial substance, which we call the 
n atural body, which answ ers the purpose of keep­ 
ing aim In time and space for a season. When by 
reason of age or accident this m aterial body be­ 
comes of no further use to him It dies and Is throw n 
aside, like an outer garm ent, never to be resum ed. 
W hat we term death Is but an orderly stop In our 
existence, designed from the beginning. Man, as 
was said above. Is a sp irit; his spiritual nature Is 
the all of hlB selfliood, and Is Indestructible. He 
lives within the natural body as his earthly house, 
and when he removes from It ho leaves It forever. 
All the known operations of the “Deity” are gov­ 
erned by eternally fixed laws. We see this In all 
th at relates to tho natural world. Is It not reason­ 
able to conclude th at there are analagous spiritual 
laws which govern and control the m ental or spirit­ 
ual world? We see the dead natural body placed In 
the grave. 
We know It m oulders away and Its 
various parts return to tho m aterial elem ents from 
which they wore taken. Not a vestige of It rem ains 
In Its original form after the space of a few years: 
end If m an Is a spiritual being In a human form, and 
as such adapted to a spiritual world, w hat neoes- 
sltv is there lor a rei roduction of his worn-out and 
dissipated m aterial part, which was adapted only 
to a m aterial world 7 The resurrection or the ma- 
terlal l)Ody could not truly be called a resurrection, 
for It would of necessity be a re-creation.

out shape or form 7 If so, then It is nothing a‘ 
not Im m ortal; for that which has no form can 
no intelligence, and how can It enjoy or s u tle r____ 
out reasoning powers, w ithout brain and thought f 
W. H. m ust, therefore, either abandon the Idea 
th at man Is imnioi tal, or th at there is no resurrec­ 
tion of the m aterial body. The tru th is, th at w hat 
we term death is In reality resurrection, lor as the 
m aterial body Is east off the man rises out of It 
and enters at once upon ttie eternal life of the^spfrlt. 


The Oerm an Jesuits. 
The German Rulschstag having passed a law for 
the expulsion of m embers of the Ju su lt Order from 
the soli of the Empire, and also of m em bers of 
am ilatcd societies, no timo was lost In pu ttin g tbe 
enactm ent into operation. 
The m easure was a 
grave one, aud, of course, was not proposed w ith­ 
out counting upon tho consequences. 
From all ac­ 
counts It would appear th at by the firm attitu d e of 
the Prussian governm ent It Is resolved to call In 
tho aid of the civil authority to enforce the pro­ 
visions of the now law, which a t best Is of question­ 
able wisdom. 
Bismarck, If not Interfered with by 
tho Em peror William and his consort, Is not dis­ 
posed to allow tho edict to rem ain a dead letter. 
I.arge num liers of Jesuits have been already ex ­ 
pelled from Germany under the direction of the 
¡ Prussian Uhancellor, and It would appear th at the 
I ecclesiastics thus violently forced to leave North 
and Soqth Germany at the direction of Prussia are 
natives of the newly created Empire. They have 
I n either been tried nor convicted, a privilege allowed 
I to the m eanest offender; but, w ithout judge or 
I jury, are subjected to a puulshm ent—banishm ent 
and exile—which Is only second to th at of death. 
I The pnrlty, learning and devotion of those m en are 
n o t questioned In any quarter, even b> tho Prus­ 
sian Chancellor, Prince Bismarck.

SOME OF THE OONSaqnENOBS. 
In other p arts of Germ an territory the Prussian 
penal law has created disorders of a serious ch ar­ 
acter. 
In the populous tow n of Essen tho inhabi­ 
tan ts wished to protest against the expulsion 
of the Jesuits by having a torchlight procession, 
a very usual way of expressing e m p a th y aini 
respect in Germany, on the eve o f tholr dooar- 
ture. I’his was Inducreetly forbidden by the Prus­ 
sians, probably through dislike of a m anifestation 
which would prove tho popularity of the iatUers, 
and la cousequeuce disastrous results followed. 
There waa 
a riot 
and 
several houses were 
destroyed. Two battalions ot troops had to be de­ 
spatched from Dusseldorf to restore order. 
Their 
arrival did not Intim idate the processionists. There 
was a rustlade: several were wounded, while the 
exiled fathers w ere lar away across the frontier. At 
Posen the 
s l s t b r s o f t h e s a c k e d h e a r t , 
who are considered to be am iiated to the Jesuits, 
have been ordered to close their boarding school, 
established In th a t city, and lu which all the noble 
ladles of the country receive their education. At 
Msyence a police agent repaired to the convent 
of this dlstliQKUlahea Order, composed of the first 
ladles In Europe, assembled the boarders, and read 
to them the law requiring them to abstain 
from carrying on their academy. The head of the 
convent protested against this interdict, contending 
th at the civil authority had no right to Interfere 
w ith their functions, and denied th at their teach­ 
ings were contrary to the laws of the State. The 
Jesuit college and St. C hristopher church, In their 
Charge a t Mayence. were also closed by the au­ 
thorities under protest, and the Bishop addressed 
a rem onstrance to the Grand Duual governm ent 
of Hesse against 
the outrage. 
These events, 
am ong m any others reported, are not calcu­ 
lated to prove the entire wisdom of B um arck’s 
poUcy in reference to religious m atters. 


ChrlstlwB BrotMere iu Sw itxerland. 
The authorities of the city of Geneva, w here the 
A rbitration Commissioners are now in session, 
recently expelled the ChrlsUan B rothers from tholr 
city an d from the canton. The C hristian B rothers 
are well known In New York as teachers, and it is 
b ut a short tim e since th at we had to chronicle 
th at a m edal of honor was aw arded to the head of 
the Order In France In acknow ledgm ent of their 
heroic 
conduct 
during 
tlie siege 
of 
Paris. 
The modal w as prepared a t 
the 
suggestion 
of the cUy of 
Boston, which had generously 
sent a shipload of provisions for the reUef of the 
suffering people of France, and as there was a 
surplus after the sale of the cargo which was no 
longer necessary, the w ar being over when the 
vessel arrived, this surplus. It was directed, should 
be employed In procuring a m edal to be presented 
to the Frenchm an showing the m ost heroism aud 
devotion during the siege of Paris. 
HOW t h e c a s e s t a n d s . 
Cases of porsecntlon for religious causes are not 
usually expected to be heariT from Switzerland. 
On this occasion, however, there can be no doubt 
th at the B rothers have been, as far os we can see, 
expelled w ithout sufficient cause. They are not 
ecclesiastics; they are simply teachers of youth. 
A p rotest has been sen t to the governm ent at Berne 
against the trea tm e n t they have received. It is 
claim ed th at the recent action of Geneva is an in­ 
fraction of the treaty of 1819 with Home and a 
violation of the solemn prom ises m ade by the Com­ 
m ittee of S tate when It accepted the treaty In 
question. The federal governm ent sen t a note on 
tills subject to the authorities a t Geneva. 
The 
catholics of Geneva, not satlsflod w ith offering 
medals to each of the Alteen B rothers who have 
been expelled, have sent another to the Superior 
General of the Institution to which they belong; 
they desire th a t It may be preserved In the m other 
house of the congregation as a testim ony of their 
g ratitude for the services which the B rothers ren ­ 
dered their children. One view of the case Is given 
by the Courrtere Oe Genétv, which says:—“Our 
C hrfitlan schools, freely founded by Genevese citi­ 
zens, at tholr sole charge, w ithout a shadow of aid 
from S tate or m unicipality, have existed since 18ii. 
They have passed saiely through the rule of conser­ 
vative, radical and liberal governm ents, and have 
now been overthrow n by the m ost cruel oppres­ 
sion. Nothing could save this work of faith, justice 
and liberty. N either their beneficent existence for 
sixty years, nor tbe incontestlble fruits of religion, 
m orality and Intelligence which the B rothers have 
spread thronghout the co u n try ; no r the respect aud 
sym pathy which they had earned even from fellow 
citizens of another creed : nor the constantly in­ 
creasing confidence which they Inspired am ong 
fathers of fainilles; nor the formal provisions of 
our federal and cantonal constitutions; nor the 
sincere practice of liberality In o ther can to n s; nor 
tho p rotests of the clergy; nor the rem onstrances 
or petitions of 6,000 citizens, nor p ro tests of lo,ooo 
Inhabitants received attention. Nothing of all this 
has been of avail to dU arm the Implacable hatred 
and m anifest hostility which have taken no account 
of the rights of fathers of families, and expelled 
from the country the schoolm asters Catholic pa­

All our learned astronomers Inform ns of certain 
conclusions which they have arrived at called the 
jaws regulating onr solar system. These are too 
well known to require anv repetition. Snfflce to say 
that our planet, the earth, revolvee around the 
eun, the centre of our universe, with the other 
planets In relative positions to each other, held In 
their elliptical orbits by the nttracUon of the sun 
and the outer unknown causes. That the tbon- 
■ands of fixed stars seen In the heavens are of

What Is there 
to gainsay the belief or the thought that there Is 
and has been a number of planets, or perhaps un­ 
inhabitable substances resembling the planet Mer­ 
cury, which are nearer the Snn than even Mercury 
Itself? That there have been kept away or flying 
towards the sun from the same cause as keeps our

forehead. The wounds of themselves did not seem 
snniclent to cause death, but. considering the weak 
and exhausted condition, the Injuries may have 
tended to hasten death.

To TDB EniTOa OF TR« flKJlALO:- 
The valuable newspaper of which you are the 
honored director has rendered many Important 
services to tbe people of our great metropolis, but 
uone more important than that undertaken in 
your editorial of to-day on “Tne Defects of Local 
Telegraphy.” Living a considerable distance up 
town I have had to use tho Western Union lines 
many tlraea, and liave become thoroughly disgusted 
with the unreasonable delays of delivery. 
In no 
case was a message delivered In tesa than double 
the car time, and In some cases treble or quadruple, 
one evening I undertook to send from Yorkvllle to 
Harlem only, and was surprised to find next day that 
It took nearly tour hours to reach the place. 
I 
could have gonn I» the sleepiest horse car in fifteen 
minutes. I ou may not beUeve It, but I assure you 
I have sent a message across the Continent, and, 
even to Europe, In a shorter time than It has taken 
10 send from the lower end of this island to tho 
upper. It is shameful, and ought to be remedied at 
ouce. If you will look into the matter closely you 
will probably find that operators who receive, send 
Just when they please, and those at the other end 
of the line deliver when they get ready. Sleepy boys 
are employed,and sometimes canuot be fonnd when a 
message is to be delivered. I have been upon tho 
point of asking the H e ra ld to stir thu matter up 
more than once, and now that It has done so, I 
have strong hopes of a refOrmatton. Give It to 
them every day, hammer and tongs i Don’t let up 
on them till they do better. Invite sendera to 
write to you their experiences and m n tbe ihtof 
till we get onr rights. Tbe publie baa many things 
to thank the USKALDfor, 1st tUs be added to tbe 
I Uioosaadotbera.

The controversy between the respective ad­ 
mirers of these dlatlngnlshed racehorses exhibits 
prejndices and counter-prejudices, and does In­ 
justice to both. Their great contest for the Sara­ 
toga Cap, unparalleled in this country, snould 
cover both with nnradlng laurels. It Is entirely un- 
necessay to claim for either more than a plain and 
unvarnished description of the race wosld snow to 
be bis due. 
They ran the best race over run In 
America, and were never separated from the start 
to the fiuish. The Incidents of the race leave room 
to believe In the possibility that both might have 
done a shade better, but It is scarcely probable. 
In casUng lots for the pole Bassett was lucky, 
and started wl?‘. Its possession, while hls adver­ 
sary took DOslUon close by hts side, the two 
wonders passing the score as evenly as possible. 
The pace was terrific throughout tho race, Bassett 
taking an advantage of about half a length In the 
first furlong, which he never Increased. Longfel­ 
low went up several times, as If making an effort 
to pass him, but failed to show In front, Bassett In 
each instance promptly resuming bla half length 
advantage; and Longfellow’s final effort, within 
two hundred feet of the winning post, needs no 
other description, as his gain waa but momentisry, 
Baaaett winning by about alx feet. 
Now, It is very eaay to aay, aa aomo do, that Baa- 
aett pulled to Longfellow, as he evidently had done 
to Littleton, and that he could have ruu much 
raster had It been neceaaary. But rouaon auggeata 
that no aane rider would have had the courage uu- 
necessarily to risk ao important a race to an ad­ 
vantage of only half a length with a horac of lA>ng- 
fellow’a known apeed at hla aaddlcBkirts. Had he 
been able, In the last furlong, to have Increased hla 
auvantago he would probably have done ao. Still, 
oa before remarked, there la a poasiblllty that he 
could have accomplished aomethlng more. He did 
enough. 
It la Juat as easy to stvy that Longfellow was run­ 
ning a waiting race, ami that It was intended that 
he should win by a “chlfney rush” at tho finish, 
which result was only defeated by the twisting of 
his plate and an injury to his log. Many so say, 
and doubtless so believe. But tho steadiness of 
the pace (which waa really tho most remarkable 
feature of the race) from beginning to end would 
seem to forbid all claims to probability for thla 
theory. 
Though “talk Is cheap” It la not worth while to 
Indulge In apeculatlona In regard to this race. The 
exalted repntatlona of these 
two 
wonderful 
horses do not rest iipon visionary theories. Tho 
facta arc enough to place them both at tho pinnacle 
of fame. 
The first two miles of the race were run in about 
three minutes and thirty seconds, and the two and 
a quarter mllea In three minutes and fifty-nine 
aeconda-two and a half seconds faster than tho 
race of the famous Kentucky, although ho at tho 
aarae age carried four ponnda less than Bassett car­ 
ried. Bassett won without having permitted him­ 
self to be headed in any part of the race, and re­ 
mains champion of the American turn 
Glory 
enough for any horae. 
But facta also stamp Longfellow as tho equal of 
Bassett. The big horse ran the entire race outside 
of Bassett, never trailing for an inch. It is very 
fait, to say that he ran three feet further 
from 
the 
polo 
than 
Bassett 
did. 
In 
thla position 
ho 
ran 
around 
each of 
the 
two aemlclrcles twice. 
A simple mathematical 
calculation shows that he therefore ran thirty-seven 
and slxty-nlne hundredths feet further than Baa- 
aett did, from which deduct the few feet of Basaett’a 
advantage at tho flnlah, aud It appears that when 
the race was lost by Longfellow ho had actually run 
about thirty-two feet ftirther in 8:69 than liad 
bis victorious competitor. 
Ixingfellow’s time, two 
and a quarter miles, must have been about 8:68,M. 
If he had drawn tho pole It Is, at least, questionable 
whether Bassett could have taken It from him, and, 
IfpoBslbllltlcB are to be considered, the result 
might have been different. 
Tho facts are above all theories, and place both 
horses beyond the reach of detraction. And now, 
having said thus much, it may be pardonable to 
speculate a little In regard to the vexed question 
as to where the Injury to Longfellow occurred. 
It Is very difficult to believe that a horse Injured 
In any degree could have run as did Longfellow. 
Asbeioifi ipmarksd, the most yfondrrliii feature of 
the race vAs Its constancy. Longfellow did not 
falter at any point in the race; for, had he 
relaxed his 
speed 
in 
the 
slightest degree, 
he 
would 
have 
lost 
his 
proud 
position 
alongside his flying competitor. It Is absurd 
to claim that a horse with a falling tendon, or even 
with a plate doubled under his loot, could have 
maintained so steadily bis position beside Bassett, 
flying at the rate of two miles In 3:80. Those who 
assert that Longfellow faltered do him the greatest 
injustice, lie had no time to spare for faltering. 
The brightest truth which his history contains Is 
that he ran that wonderful raoo without ever for 
an Instant giving up hls position, and finished In a 
style which stamped him as unflinchingly game. 
The most reasonable theory of his Injury H sim­ 
ply this:—Tired, as he must have been, he was 
pulled up too suddenly when tho rnco was over, 
and probably struck his fore leg with his hind foot, 
at the same time catching the heel of his plate and 
tearing It partly from hts foot, the next step doub­ 
ling the plate under the foot as found. More than 
one person observed two separate blunders of tho 
horse as he was palled up. All the mischief was 
probably done by the same accident. It is the 
more proper that this theory should be presented, 
bccanse It will add another to the thousands of 
former warnings to riders of the folly of suddenly 
pulling up horses, more especially when exhausted 
by a severe struggle.

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At last the door of the temple has been 
thrown open and the mysteries of the Geneva 
Court of Arbitration are displayed to the 
vulgar eye. 
A special cable despatch to the 
H w m .n brings ns intoUigenoe of the result of 
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the deliberations of the learned mranben of 
that august tribunal, reached after a diligent 
examination of cart loads of documents and a 
patient hearing of exhaustive arguments. The 
Court, we are told, declines to admit the prin­ 
ciple contended for by the American oonnsel, 
that England made herself responsible for the 
gonoral escape of the Anglo-Confederate cruisers 
from her ports by a want of “due diligence" or 
the neglect of the plain duties of an honest 
neutral towards a friendly people stmggling 
for national existence against a powerful re­ 
bellion, and refuses to decide that the facts 
show any disposition on the part of the Eng­ 
lish authorities dnring our war to connive or 
wink at a general infraction of the nentrality 
laws for the advantage of the Confederates. 
But by one of those mysterious processes of 
reasoning known only to dignified arbitratora 
and profound 
lawyers 
the 
Court then 
proceeds to pronounce the opinion that 
in the special cases of certain privateers there 
was such want of doe diligence as renders 
England liable for the damages done by the 
said vessels to the property of American citi­ 
zens, within certain limits. 
Thus, while 
the Georgia is ruled out altogether os one of 
the cruisers for which our British cousins are 
to be held responsible, and while the opera­ 
tions of the Shenandoah before reaching Mel- 
bonme are disposed of in a similar manner, 
judgment is given in favor of the United 
States for the sum of sixteen or seventeen mil­ 
lion dollars, one-half of which is on ac- 
connt of the notorions Alabama. 
As might be 
expected, the Lord Chief Justice of England 
dissents from the decision of his brother arbi­ 
trators—although he accepts the verdict so far 
as the Alabama is concerned—and writes an 
opinion, long, of course, justifying his govern­ 
ment and holding that its action was throngh- 
ont in accordance with the requirements of 
international 
law, of 
neutral obligations, 
and even of the three roles of the Treaty of 
Washington. 
These are the points of the 
report that reaches us from Geneva to-day, 
and these the results that are announced to be 
highly satisfactory to our government at Wash­ 
ington, and with which, we have been periodi­ 
cally assured, all the country is to be intensely 
gratified. 
From the initiation of the Joint High Com­ 
mission down to the virtual close of the arbi­ 
tration proceedings yesterday, this whole busi­ 
ness seems to have been mainly a carnival of 
eating and drinking, mutual admiration and 
overstrained courtesy. 
Controversies have 
arisen, it is true, and sharp ones at that; but 
throughout the affáir there has been an appa­ 
rent want of sincerity and earnestness, a sort of 
diplomatic false pretence, revolting to all 
honest and sensible people. 
At Washington, 
pending the negotiations for the treaty every­ 
thing was couleur de rose, and we were assured 
that a triumph was in preparation for the peo­ 
ple of the United States before which all the 
glories of war would show dim and worthless,

all the stages Sf the proceedings 
down to the assembling of the arbitrators, 
and then the eyes of the ordinary spectator 
were dazzled by a liberal display of the glory 
of that distinguished tribunal. 
The attraction 
of mystery was invoked to awaken interest in 
the body itself and to distract attention from 
its matter-of-faot business. 
But at last the 
famous Geneva Court of Arbitration has gone 
out, like the performances of the English Cre- 
mome, or like one of our own Fourths of July, 
in a blaze of pyrotechnics, and we are enabled 
to behold its snrronndings under their ordinary 
appearance. 
We do not mean to say that in 
the closing scene at Geneva there have actnally 
been b lai^g wheels, twirling and twi.sting, 
hissing and spitting, and at last exploding 
themselves with a final noisy effort into an 
illuminated representation of Lord Chief Jus­ 
tice Cockburn’s wig, or spouting jets of sparks, 
playing gracefully into the air and gradually 
taking the semblance of the jovial countenance, 
of Count Sclopis in a setting of variegated fire. 
We speak figuratively, of course, and allude 
to the bolls, fétea, dinners, exoursions and 
general glorifications that have rewarded 
the learned and amiable gentlemen who 
have been for the past four or five months 
devoting themselves to the laborious task of 
discovering that England never committed an 
act unbecoming a neutral and never was 
guilty of bad faith towards the United States 
when she sent forth privateers to prey upon 
our commerce under the black flag of the 
slave Confederacy. 
These 
gratifying 
and 
attractive exhibitions are now over, and as 
they have had the effect of fireworks in 
momentarily dazzling and confusing the eyes 
of the beholders, it will not be suriirising if 
their sudden cessation should leave a dull, 
heavy, unpromising 
appearance upon the 
actual work of the tribunal. 
We do not desire 
to incnr the charge of irreverence' when we 
express the opinion that all the noise and bril­ 
liancy of the Geneva display have been manu­ 
factured to order, like a pyrotechnist’s handi­ 
work, and that, although they have been 
pleasant enough to look upon while being let 
off, they will be apt to leave, after their ex­ 
haustion, some very uncouth and worthless 
framework behind them. 
Probably a more thorough imposition than 
the Treaty of Washington has never been 
palmed 
off 
os 
a 
great 
diplomatic 
triumph 
upon 
a 
credulous 
people. 
We 
have gained by it neither honor, credit 
nor pecuniary advantage. 
As a settlement 
of our direct losses through the acts» of the 
Auglo-Couiedcrate privateers daring the wor 
of the rebellion the Alabama claims portion of 
the treaty is neither so honorable nor so pro­ 
fitable 08 would have been the settlement pro­ 
posed by the Jobnson-Clarendon Convention, 
rejected by the Henote in 1869. 
The discarded 
plan of adjustment was a plain, straightfor­ 
ward business arrangement, made by the clear 
heads of an able lawyer and a ripe statesman, 
and looking to a speedy and sotisfactory set­ 
tlement of the moneyed part of the dispute. 
The other has been a glittering fraud, puffed 
into importance by the breath of scheming 
politicians and ending in less practical lieneflt 
to the United States, in a material point of 
view, than the rejected Johnson-Glaremlon 
Treaty would have secured.

it left the real matter at issua-the bad faith of 
England 
and the 
conseqnent ill blood 
between 
the two 
great English-speaking 
nations of the 
world—untouched. 
When 
the Treaty of Washington was signed and 
ratified, interpreting its language by the light 
of 
common 
sense, 
we hailed it as a 
complete and satisfactory disposition of all the 
differences between England and America, in­ 
cluding the liability of the former to our 
nation as well as to our individual citizens for 
alleged “ unfriendly neutrality” during our 
national periL 
It was only when Secretary 
Fish had yielded the position we had secured 
and had sacrificed the honor of our govern­ 
ment, at the imperious demand of the English 
Cabinet, that we denounced the pretended set­ 
tlement as unsatisfactory and called for the 
destruction of the distorted and violated treaty. 
The result proves that our position was well 
taken. 
The money award, whatever it might 
have been, is not worthy of consideration as 
compared with the graver interests involved in 
a perfect friendly feeling between the two 
countries; yet the insignificant sum of sixteen 
or seventeen million dollars, which may ai>- 
pear to many a considerable sum, will probably 
be more thou swallowed up in the counter 
awards made to British subjects by the Claims 
Commission, and 
after 
the 
payment of 
all the expenses incurred by our government 
will certainly leave ns a loser in the mere 
matter of dollars and cents, as well as in honor, 
consistency and reputation. 
This England 
knows well enough; and while Lord Chief 
Justice Cockburu 
coolly 
“ dissents” from 
holding his government responsible for any­ 
thing at all, and while the English papers will 
put on a show of indignation against even this 
paltry award, for political effect, England in 
truth laughs in her sleeve at her triumph over 
the shrewd Yankees, financially as well as 
diplomatically. 
'There is only one point upon which any 
credit could possibly be claimed for the Treaty 
of Washington and this Geneva farce, and 
even this is precluded by the unfortunate facta 
attending the negotiations. 
It has been said 
that the creation of the tribnnal has been the 
triumph of peaceful arbitration over the 
old 
appeal 
to 
war 
in 
the 
adjust­ 
ment of international disputes. 
But such 
a settlement, to be worth anything, must be 
made in good faith and effective iu removing 
the cause of disagreement. 
It must reach the 
seat of the disease and not merely heal over 
the sm-face. 
Has the treaty of Washington ac­ 
complished sucha work? 
Is it not notorious 
that it leaves the bitterness and ill feeling 
heretofore existing against England only ag­ 
gravated by a sense that we have been worsted 
in diplomacy and overreached in a hard-driven 
bargain ? 
A friendly arbitration between great 
nations means something noble, self-denying 
and generous in action—a simultaneous open­ 
ing of the heart and yielding of conflicting 
views to the impulse of an honest desire for 
friendship and peace. 
In place of any such 
sentiments there have been in the Treaty of 
Washington—or, rather, in the interpretation 
of the treaty forced npon our time-serving 
diplomats by England—sharp practice, advan­ 
tage taking, diplomatic fencing and feinting, 
all the shifts of legal and political cunning, to 
win advantage over an adversary. A settlement 


the parties is worse than no settlement at all 
Then, again, no person can pretend that there 
was any danger of war with England growing 
out of the Alabama diffloulties, and hence we 
cannot console ourselves with the belief that 
the Geneva farce has been a triumph of peace. 
The whole afiair is an unfortunate one for the 
credit, honor and advantage of the United 
States; and yet there is nothing left but to ac­ 
cept the insufficient award and platitudes of 
the Geneva Tribnnal and to be thankful that 
we are rid of the Court and its business. 


Pen Hyftclntho’s Letter on Marriage 
In the Priesthood. 
That the ex-Carmelite, 
Charles Loyson, 
known as Fere Hyacinthe, should get married 
was a very natural proceeding and one that 
nobody should quarrel with. 
It was a ques­ 
tion between himself and Mrs. Merriman, and 
was settled on that basis, no doubt 
Yet he 
sits hiuLself down and indites a long letter of 
apology for, or, as the late and prospective 
father would say, in viudication of his little 
matrimonial adventure. 
He starts out by say­ 
ing that this act of marriage is to him a terri­ 
ble solemnity. 
Hyacinthe is right; marriage 
is no joke, although many have thought it was 
and it bids fáir for Hyacinthe’s happiness that 
he weds the widow without delusions. 
He 
gives the world to understand that he did not 
assail infallibUity, indulge in dogmatical con­ 
troversy and quit his convent for the sole pur­ 
pose of marrying. 
He, however, thinks per­ 
petual vows of celibacy one of the abuses of 
the Churoh, and while he will stand by its prin­ 
ciples he won’t stand the abnses. 
He owes, he 
admits, to the rule of religious celibacy “some 
of 
the 
most exquisite 
joys” and pro­ 
found and decisive 
experiences 
of 
his 
existence. 
From his eighteenth 
to 
his 
forty-fifth 
year 
he 
observed 
it 
with 
a fidelity for which he thanks God. 
Now in 
his good ripe age marriage, he says, comes to 
him in the awful form of “one of those laws of 
the moral government of the world which can- 
not be set aside without overtnrning the fabric 
of life and without running counter to the will 
of God." 
If this “revelation" was so forcibly 
thrust upon him it is gratifying to know that 
the means were at hand to prevent his life 
fabric being turned topsy-tnrvy. 
The noble 
and holy devotion which lighted up his social 
and religious ostracism be desires to recom­ 
pense and consecrate by marriage. 
We do not 
care to follow him through his polemical essay 
on what church discipline is and what it should 
be on this point, nor into the tough subject of 
the beauties of matrimony in general. 
The 
latter are matters of pretty world-wido ex­ 
perience, and the bright side of the subject 
naturally presents itself veiy vividly to an 
expectant bridegroom. 
But if there is one 
thing in his letter especially charming it is the 
vigor with which he announces his intention 
of fighting to open the road for all Catholic 
priests to follow Ifis example. 
This is gener­ 
ous and touching. 
He says:—“Nothing shall 
hinder me from claiming for each one of my 
brethren in the priesthood the legal right of 
marriage.” And further he dogmatizes gush­ 
ingly:—“There is not a single case in which 
the Church should prohibit its pastors, but 
there are a thousand where it ought to command 
thorn to marry.” 
We have no means of 
iadffina the exact truth of ÜMM StfitifitiWi but 


taking his thousand priests ss a good estimate 
of the unfortunate clerics doomed to lose the 
“exquisite joys” of celibacy in ease his con­ 
jugal crusade is succee'sftil, grave questions 
are immediately opened up. Can they all find 
widows of mature age, or will Father or 
Grandfather Hyacinthe, as the case may be, 
make the ooUeotion of ten hundred suitable 
spouses another of the objects of his life? 
It strikes us that if there 
are 
actually 
fifty score priests who should marry, the 
best way he could go about his self-imposed 
task would be first to procure his thousand 
widows, or a goodly sample of them, and then 
move upon the enemy’s works. If the widows 
are properly instructed each one would soon 
bring down her priest, and Borne would 
waken up to the fact in a twinkling. 
For 
Hyacinthe, doubly armed as he is, to move 
alone against the citadel of Roman discipline 
will involve a ridiculous foilore ; but with his 
thousand vridows and their captives there 
would be some sign of strength in the move­ 
ment 
As it is he would do very well not to write 
any more of these Quixotic letters ; for what­ 
ever awful fate he saved himself from by 
marrying, this public justification is uncalled 
for and apology pitiable. 
If it is part of the 
Roman discipline that a priest may not marry, 
then when he wonts to marry let him resign 
his priesthood. 
It is a very simple process, 
and is just what Hyacinthe has done.

The Sues Canal and Its HraTjr Tolls. 
The arrival in this port of the steamer Glen- 
gartney, with a cargo of tea from China, has 
created considerable interest iu commercial 
circles. 
Apart from the fact that the Glen- 
gartney is the flrit arrival by the 8uez route 
this year, there is a feeling of satisfaction felt 
at the good report made by Captain Bolton os 
to the state of the Suez Canal. 
'The influence 
of that great undertaking is bound to be 
largely felt in this city, in view of the growing 
rivalry of 8an Francisco. 
In a tew years we 
may hope to see it extinguish the second-hand 
trade with the East which we were in the habit 
of 
having through 
Loudon 
and Liver­ 
pool 
The 
fears 
that 
were 
at 
first 
entertained that the sand would 
rapidly 
fill up the ship channel, time has proved to be 
without foundation. 
Indeed, the wear and 
tear of heavy ships like the Glengartnoy, poss- 
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oaloolated by the most enthusia>tic of the pro* 
jectors. 
So for, then, the canal experiment 
must be aooepted as a grand suooeas. 
It is a 
triumph of science calculated to revolutionize, 
the oonrse of trade within a few generations 
and so for as New York is concerned it ought 
to exercise a very beneficial influence on our 
future. The one drawback is the want of a 
Uhetal management 
Egypt is poor, and the 
expenses of maintoining the canal in repair 
and administering it are considerable. 
These 
were obliged to be raised immediately, and 
this necessity has induced the enlightened 
Viceroy of Egypt to increase the tollage, or 
rather to exact the old toU for the total tonnage 
instead of the regUtered tonnage, which in 
commerce has always been adopted as the 
basis for all kinds of ship taxation. 
The 
difference is very considerable, and the result 
must be to 
discourage 
steamers passing 
through. 
We are convinced that if the ex­ 
periment of cheap tolls were made the in­ 
crease of business would more than make 
good any loss that might be temporarily in­ 
curred. 
This question of tollage is the only 
drawback to the canal at present; but we have 
no doubt that the Viceroy will soon recognize 
the error that has been made and will remedy 
the evil 
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e l l o f tMe B m p ero r a . 
A special despatch to the London Daily News 
from Rome—a despatch which we printed in 
the H erald of yesterday—states with some 
appearance of authority that the Emperors of 
Germany, of Austria and of Russia, daring 
their conference at Berlin, resolved to advise 
the Pope to abandon the Jesuits, promising, 
should he accept their advice, to use their 
good offices with the Italian government for 
the protection of foreign religious oorpora- 
tions in Rome. 
This is precisely what a week 
ago in these cdum ns we taught our readers to 
expect 
The Roman question, as we said then, is 
one of the nicest questions of this age, and it 
is reasonable, we think, to say further that 
the satisfactory solution of that question would 
be accepted as a relief by united Christen­ 
dom—Protestants and CathoUcs alike. 
It is a 
question which deeply concerns the future 
welfore and internal peace of Germany. 
It is 
of first rate importance to Austria, where the 
new ideas of this progressive age are rampant, 
but where the Churoh of Ron^e is at once the 
Church of the State and the Church of the 
people. It is a question which must deeply 
concern Russia so long as she holds under 
her control so large a portion of ancient Po­ 
land. It was not only natural, it was desir­ 
able, that the three Emperors should consider 
the Roman question and attempt at least to 
arrive at some conclusion in the premises. 
If 
this report be strictly correct we do not feel 
satisfied that the Holy Father is at all likely to 
take the advice which has been offered him or 
that any substantial good will come from im­ 
perial interference. 
The Jesuits he cannot 
abandon. 
It was they who enabled him some 
years ago to proclaim the dogma of the Im­ 
maculate Conception. 
It was they who 
secured for him whatever glory came from the 
recent Ecumenical Council 
The Pope is not 
the man to go back upon his friends, not even 
at the bidding of three Emperors. Daring the 
present incumbency of the chair of St. Peter 
we have no hope of any radical change in the 
policy of the Roman Curia. 
In the interests of peace, however, the 
agreement of the three Emperors must be 
accounted of some value. 
The Italian gov­ 
ernment has just made some very foir propo­ 
sals to the Holy Father, and it is reasonable to 
infer that if the Italian government is com­ 
pelled to take decisive action without the 
consent of the Pope it will be able to count 
with confidence on the support of the three 
great powers of Northern Europe. In the Papal 
territory outside of the city of Rome the 
same laws are to apply as in the rest of Italy. 
The orders are to be suppressed and the ec­ 
clesiastical property is to be sold for the 
benefit of the State. 
Inside of Rome there 
are to be 
two differences. 
Ecclesiastical 
property is not to be sold for the benefit 
of the State; the money realized by such ^ e 
is to be devoted to religious, educational 
and sanitary purposes. 
Then, again, the re­ 
ligious institutions, which have their central 
seat in Rome, are to be allowed to retain their 
houses; but for the property which is to be 
taken from them they are to receive an equiva­ 
lent in the shape of Italian rentes. 
All things 
considered, this seems the best arrangement 
possible. 
Now that the Great Powers of the 
North and East are of one mind with the 
Italian government the presumption is that 
this arrangement will take effect 
Pins the 
Ninth will not be satisfied; but his successor 
will find it necessary to accept the situation. 


T h e T e a e m c a t H o u m A b o a ila a t lo n s . 
The action of the sanitary inspectors in 
tam ing the inhabitants of certain rickety 
stmctures in Elm and Oak streets out of doors 
at first sight appears a little harsh. 
It will, 
however, meet the warm approval of all par­ 
ties interested in the well-being of the poor, 
because, though it may have inflicted tempo­ 
rary inconveulenco on many of the unfortunate 
denizens, the ultimate result of the vigorous 
application of the law will be to give the poor 
decent homes. 
It is sad to think that in the 
midst of our boasted civilization thousands 
live, and die, in a state of squalid wretched­ 
ness unknown to ruder forms of society, 
where the evils of poverty are not aggravated 
by contrast with the splendors of unbonnded 
wealth. 
But as this inequality seems to be 
inevitable and incurable, the only thing that 
can be done is to endeavor to mitigate the evil 
by taking such measures as will secure the 
extreme poor from congregating in dens unfit 
for human habitation. 
There are laws on the statute books of suffi­ 
cient potency to remove the evil, if they 
were enforced constantly and rigorously. 
Unfortunately this is nbt done, and the raid 
on Oak and Elm streets can only be regarded 
as one of the chronic exhibitions of vigor that 
from time to time promise the inauguration of 
reforms that never come. 
If the law were 
more evenly administered there would soon be 
little occasion for its applloation, as the 
wretched alleys and tnmble-down houses would 
soon disappear to give place to healthy struc­ 
tures. 
Not alone as a matter of humanity but 
as a question of prudence this ought to be 
done; for in these crowded abodés of misery 
all forms of infectious disease are generated, 
and once the demon of pestilence is un­ 
chained

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poverty win always be strong enough to drivM 
the wretched to Uve wherever they can do so 
at the least expense, without regard to sani­ 
tary ooosiderations, the government of the 
d ty must interest itself in what at first sight 
appears altogether a personal matter.

view of the dangers to others involved, it is 
clear that the ¡aiaaer ofier principle cannot 
safely be adopted, and that we most insist on 
cleanliness and propriety in the habitotions of 
the poorer citizens. 
'The only way that thte 
can be effectively done is by the establishment 
of a system of fines on the landlords in aU 
oases where they neglect to carry out the 
orders of the Health Commissioners. In order 
to secure vigorous action on the part of the 
officials they might also be subjected to fine 
and dismissal for neglect in their duties. Soma 
such system must be established before we can 
hope to have the tenement house nuisanoa 
abated.

The Boston PUot notices the announcement 
that a new religion, conformable with common 
sense and modern enUghtenment, is to be pre­ 
pared for the Japanese. 
However fovorabla 
this news may be received by Protestants, tha 
editor says that to a OathoUo it is, and must 
be, simply shocking. 
Where the right of pri­ 
vate judgment is recognized it is natural 
that new sects should arise, that even there 
should be as many forms of religious belief 
as there are individuals. 
But CathoUcs abhor 
the idea that men have the right to do aught 
but humbly accept the faith as revealed and 
handed down without change from the time 
of the apostles. 
So the Jews, too, deny aU 
right of deviation from their perfected reU- 
gious code and worship. 
Alluding to the 
marriage of Father Hyacinthe, the Pilot con­ 
cludes it is quite a proper turn about, that as 
the lady had been converted by the eloquent 
monk to Catholicism she should convert him 
from ceUbaoy. 
The St. Louis Christian Advocate copies from 
many papers highly eulogistic aUusions to the 
late Dr. Thomas E. Bond, one of its editors, 
recently dead, a gentleman of great worth and 
ability. 
The Baptist Weekly prints an admirable ser­ 
mon from Rev. Hugh StoweU Brown, the emi­ 
nent English preacher, now visiting this coun­ 
try.

The Jewish Times, which is printed in Eng­ 
lish and German, and adds a poem in Hebrew, 
alludes to the project of a general emigration 
of the persecuted Jews from Boumania to this 
country, and deprecates such action until 
proper preparation is made by securing land 
for a colony, and providing funds and imple­ 
ments to enable them to support themselves. 
Speaking of the H erald's Livingstone expe­ 
dition, it says, “Who does not feel proud 
that Mr. Stanley is 
an American, 
and 
that we possess a journal that can excite tha 
envy of our English cousins?” 
In speaking 
of the nomination of Mr. Keman for Governor, 
and the opposition to him on 
seotariaa 
grounds, the editor cautions our people against 
the introduction of religious topics into politi­ 
cal contests as tending only to endanger free 
institutions by exciting strife and contention. 
He also objects to an illustration in Harper'» 
ITerikly representing “Jews drinking water in 
Central Park,” and reads the “Journal of Oiv- 
Uization” a lecture upon rousing vulgar pas­ 
sions and dragging the noblest reputations in 
the mire for political purposes. 
Democracy and the Bible is the subject of 
the leading article in Church and State, and its 
text the assertion of Emilio Castelar that 
“Anglo-Saxon democracy has for its only 
lineage the Bible." 
It concludes that in the 
education of Anglo-Saxon democracy, which 
had the Bible for its foundation, is found 
the seeds of all that is noble in character, just 
in laws, equal in rights, grand in purpose and 
wonderful in career; and appeals to Americans 
not to abandon such teachings for those of any 
other school 
The Observer, in on article on interchange of 
pulpits, congratulates tiie world on the foot 
that progress of thought is overcoming State 
Church establishments, breaking down the 
walls of separation between sects and per­ 
fecting a practical union of all Christian 
people. 
The Baltimore Episcopal Methodist takes 
exception to the H erald’s personal descrip­ 
tions of ladies and gentlemen at social gather­ 
ings and other society news, in the publica­ 
tion of which, it says truly, other papers imi­ 
tate our enterprise. 
It might be queried 
whether any one connected with the Methodist 
had been too truly described?

TELEGRAIS TO THE NEW YORK HERALD. 
The foUowing special despatch to the 
TTawAi.n has been received from oar corre­ 
spondent in Geneva, by way of London: — 


Geneva, Sept 13, 1872. 
The Conrt of Azbitiration appointed for the 
settlement of the Alabama claims case between 
Great Britain and the United States declines 
to admit the principle contended for by the 
American oonnsel in the proposition that Eng­ 
land is responsible in general for the escape of 
tue Anglo-American rebel cruisers from her 
ports, on the ground of a non-exercise of dne 
diligence, or that there was any disposition 
evinced by the English authorities to connive 
at a general infraction of the Queen’s neu­ 
trality daring the moments of the escape of 
the vessels. 
ThI Court then decides, next afterwards, 
that in the'special cases of certain cmisers 
submitted by the Americans there was such 
want of dne diligence as mokes England liable 
for their particular acts. 
The Court of Arbitration rules out from the 
record, both of statement and of proceeding, 
the case of the privateer Georgia, and also aU 
matter which has reference to the cruise of 
the Shenandoah before reaching Melbourne, 
holding the last-named vessel liable only for 
the capture of the American whaling ships 
which have been already named in the course 
of the argument. 
The damages award is three and a quarter 
millions of pounds sterling, or sixteen mil­ 
lions, two hundred and fifty thousand Ameri­ 
can doUars in gold, one-half of the account 
footed up for the losses sustained by the Ala­ 
bama. 
The judgment as signed by all the arbi­ 
trators, with the exception of Sir Alexander 
Cockbnm, Lord Chief Justice of England, 
who gives a lengthy dissenting opinion, ac­ 
cepting the ruling of the Court in the case of 
tho Alabama, but arguing that in the case of 
tho other ships there is no ground for any 
award against England, who.se governmental 
conrset hroughout from the first occasion of the 
premises was in accordance with international 
law and consistent with her neutral obligation, 
consistent even with the three rules of the 
Treaty of Washington.

The above recapitulation of facts presents 
the main points of the Geneva Tribunal deci­ 
sion in the Alabama claims case os it will be 
orally delivered and given by the President on 
Saturday, the 14th inst, in open Conrt, at the 
council room in this city.

Having concluded this legal and judicial 
preface the Court decision oontinnee to de­ 
clare. verbatim, as foUows:-The Tribunal, 
having fully taken into oousidemtion the 
treaty, the cases, the counter cases, docu­ 
ments, evidence, arguments and all commu­ 
nications which have been made, and having 
impartially and carefully examined the same, 
has arrived at a decision, and presents, as fol­ 
lows, its 


THE AWABD AND THE BASES OF THE AWABD. 
Whereas, having regard to the sixth and 
seventh articles of the Treaty of Washing­ 
ton, th3 arbitrators are bound, by tho terms of 
the seventh article, in deciding the matters 
submitted to them, to be governed by three 
rules therein specified, and by such principles 
of international law are not inconsistent 
therewith, as the arbitrators shall determine 
applicable to tbe case. 


THE SIXTH ABTICLB 
of the Treaty of Washington reads thus : — 
Abtici.1 s.—In deciding tho matters submitted 
to the arbitrators they shall be governed by the 
following three rules, which are agreed upop by the 
high contractlDg parties as rules to be t^ken as 
applicable to the case, and by such priuclplee of 
International law not Inconslstont therewith as 
the arbitrators shall determine to have been ap­ 
plicable to the c a se R u le s.—A neutral govern­ 
ment is bound—First—To use due diligence to pre­ 
vent the fitting out. arming or equipping, within 
its Jnrladlrtlon, of any vessel which it has reason­ 
able ground to beUeve U Intended to cruise or to 
carry on war against a Power with which it is at 
peace; and also to use like diligence to prevent 
the departure from its jurtadlctton of any vessel in­ 
tended to cruise or to carry on war as above, 
such vessel having been specially adapted, in 
whole or in part, within such jurisdiction, to 
warlike 
use. 
Secondly—Not 
to 
permit 
or 
suffer either belligerent to make use of Its ports 
or waters as 
the base of naval operations 
against the other, or for the purpose of the re­ 
newal or augmentation of miliUry supplies or 
arms, or the recruitment of men. Thirdly, to ex- 
ercUe due diligence in Its own ports and waters, 
and, as to all persoua within its jnrlsdictlon, to 
prevent any violation of the foregoing obligations 
and duties. Her Britannic Majesty has commanded 
her High Cummlssionera and Plenipotentiaries to 
declare that Her Majesty’s government cannot 
assent to the foregoing rules as a statement of 
principles of international law which were In torce 
at the time when the claims mentioned in article 1 
arose; but that Her Majesty’s government, in 
order to evince lu desire of strengthening the 
friendly relations between the two countries and 
of making satisfactory provision for tho (htnre, 
agrees that, in deciding the questions between the 
two countries arising out of those claims, the arbi­ 
trators should assume that Her Majesty’s govern­ 
ment had undertaken to act upon the principles 
set forth In these rules. And the high contracting 
parties agree to observe these rules as between 
themselves In lutnre, and to bring them to the 
knowledge of other maritime Powers and to Invite 
them to accede to them. 


THB SEVENTH ABTICLB 
of the Treaty of Washington reads thus:— 


A r t ic l e 7.—The oeclslon of the tribunal shall. If 
possible, be made within three months from the 
close of the argument on both sides. It shall be 
made in writing and dated, and shall be signed by 
the arbitrators who may assent to it. The said tri­ 
bunal shall first determine as to each vessel 
separately whether Great Britain baa, by any act 
ur omission, failed to fulfil any of the duties set 
forth in the foregoing three rules, or recognized by 
the principles of International law not inconsistent 
with ouch nfles, and shall certify such fact as to 
each of the said vesseU. In case tho tribunal find 
that Great Britain has failed to fulfil any duty or 
duties as aforesaid, it may, if it think proper, pro­ 
ceed to award a sum in gross to be paid by Great 
Britain to the United States for all the claims re­ 
ferred te ll; and in such case the gross slim so 
awarded shall be paid m coin by the govertiment 
of Great Britain to the government of the United 
States at Washington within twelve months after 
the date of tbe award. The award shall be’in du­ 
plicate, one copy whereof shall be delivered to the 
agent of Great Britain for his government, and the 
other copy shall bé delivered to the agent of the 
United States for bis government. 


DUE DHJOENCE. 
Whereas the due diligence referred to in the 
first and third of said rules should be exer­ 
cised by neutral governments in exact propor­ 
tion to the risks to which either one of the bel­ 
ligerents may he exposed by failure to fulfill 
the obligations of neutrality on their piart 
Whereas the circumstances out of which the 
facts the subject matter of the 
present 
controversy arose were of a nature to call for 
the exercise on the part of Her Majesty’s gov­ 
ernment of all possible solicitude for the ob­ 
servance of the rights and duties involved in 
Her Majesty’s proclamation of neutrality issued 
on the thirteenth day of May, in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-one. 


THE (»NFEDEBAT* NAVAL COMMISSIONS. 
Whereas the effects of a violation of neu­ 
trality, committed by means of the construc­ 
tion, equipment and armament of a vessel, 
are not done away with by any commission 
which the government of the belligerent power 
benefited by the violation of neutrality may 
afterwards grant that vessel, and the nltimate 
step by which the offence is completed cannot 
he admitted as a ground for tbe absolution of 
the offender, nor can the consummation of his 
fraud become the means of establishing his 
innocence. 


SHZLTEB AND AID IN NEÜTBAL POBTB. 
Whereas the privilege of exterritoriality ac­ 
corded to vessels of war is admitted into the 
law of nations, not os an absolute right, but 
as founded on a principle of courtesy and 
mutual deference, and, therefore, can never be 
appealed to for justification of acts done in 
violation of neutrality. 
And whereas the 
absence of previous legislative mle cannot be 
regarded as a failure in the law of nations, in 
a case in which the vessel carries its own con­ 
demnation. 
Whereas, in order to impart to supplies of 
coal a character inconsistent with tbe second 
mle, prohibiting the ose of neutral ports and 
waters as bases of operations, it is necessary 
that such supplies be connected with special 
oircnmstanoes of time, person and place. 


CASE OF THB AlABAMA. 
And whereas, with respect to the vessel

port of Liverpoid. her equipment and arma­ 
ment in the vicinity of Terceira, through the 
agency of other vessels despatched from Great 
Britain for that purpose, that the British gov­ 
ernment failed to use due diligence in the per- 
formanoe of its neutral obligations, and, not­ 
withstanding ofQcial representations made by 
agents of the United States during the construc­ 
tion of the said ship, omitted to take effective 
measures for its prevention, and that orders 
for her detention, which the British govern­ 
ment did finally 
give, were 
issued 
so 
late 
that the 
executing 
of 
the 
said 
orders was not practicable ; and whereas, 
after the 
escape 
of 
that 
vessel, 
the 
measures which were taken for her pur­ 
suit and arrest were so imperfect as to lead to 
no result, and therefore cannot be con­ 
sidered as a sufficient release for Great Britain 
from the responsibility she iuourroiL 
Whereas, despite the violations of nentrality 
thus committed, the same vessel was, on 
several occasions, freely admitted to the ports 
of colonies of Great Britain instead of being 
proceeded against, as she ought to have been, 
in any and every port under British jurisdic­ 
tion where she might have been found. 


VOTE ON BNOLAND’S PLEA IN JUSTIFICATION. 
And whereas the government of England 
cannot justify itself for its failure in due dili­ 
gence on the plea of the insufficiency of the 
legal means of action it possessed. 
Four of 
the arbitrators, for the reasons above assigned, 
and the fifth. Lord Chief Justioe Cockbum, 
for reasons separately assigned by him, are of 
opinion that Great Britain has in this cose 
failed by omission to fulfil the duties pre­ 
scribed in the first and third rules established 
by the Treaty of Washington. 


THE CASE OF THE FLOBIDA. 
And whereas, with respect to the Florida, 
it results, from all the facts, that the English 
authorities failed to take measures adequate 
to prevent a violation of neutrality, notwith­ 
standing the representations of the agents of 
the United States to the effect that Her 
Majesty’s government failed to use due dili­ 
gence to fulfil its duties of neutrality. 
It likewise results from tho facts which have 
been presented relative to the stay of tho 
Oreto at Nassau, New Providence, to her 
issue thence, her enlistment of men, her 
supplies, and her armament, with tho co­ 
operation of the British vessel Prince Alfred, 
in Green Bay, that there was negligence on 
the part of the British Colonial authorities. 
■Whereas, notwithstanding the violation of 
neutrality which Great Britain committed in 
the case of the Oreto, the same vessel at a 
later date called the Florida, was on several 
occasions freely admitted to British ports. 
And, whereas the judicial acquittal of the 
Oreto at Nassau, New Providence, cannot re- 
lieWB Great Britain from the responsibility in­ 
curred under the principles of international 
law, nor con the fact of the entry of the 
Florida into the Confederate port of Mobile, 
and her stay there during a period of four 
months, extinguish the responsibility pre- 
vionsly incurred by Great Britain; 


England’s failube in neutbal duty. 
For these reasons the Tribunal of Arbitra­ 
tion, by a majority of four voices to one, is of 
opinion that Great Britain has in this case 
failed by her omission to fulfil the duties pre­ 
scribed in the first, second and third rules 
established in Article Six of the Treaty of 
Washington. 


THE CASE OF THE SHENANDOAH. 
■Whereas, with respect to the case of the 
Shenandoah, it results from the facts placed 
before the Court that in the departure from 
the port of London of the Sea Kmg, and 
her subsequent 
transformation 
into 
a 
cruiser near Madeira, tho Engli.sh 
gov­ 
ernment is not chargeable with any failure, 
down to that date, in dne diligence to fulfil 
the duties of neutrality; but whereas it results 
from the facts connected with the stay of the 
Shenandoah at Mclbonme, and especially by 
the angmentation which England admits to 
have been clandestinely effected in her force 
of men by enlistments at that port that there 
was negligence on the part of the British au­ 
thorities at that place; 
For these reasons the Tribunal of Arbi­ 
tration is nnanimously 
of opinion 
that 
England bos not failed by the act of 
omission to fulfil the 
duties prescribed 
by three rules of the Treaty of Wash­ 
ington, or in the observance of tho principles 
of international law with respect to the Shen­ 
andoah during a period of time anterior to her 
entry into the port of Melbourne, and, by a ma­ 
jority of three to two votes the tribunal decides 
that Great Britain has failed in her duties as 
prescribed in the second and third mlcs of the 
treaty in the case of the same vessel—the 
Shenandoah—Irom and after her entry into 
Hobson’s Bay, and is, therefore, responsible 
for the acts of that vessel after her departure 
from Melbourne on the 18th day of February, 
in the year 1865. 


CASES o r THE TUSCALOOSA AND OTHXB > “ TEND­ 


EES.’’ 
As relates to tbe cases of the Tuscaloosa, tbe 
Clarence and Tacony, the aiders or tenders to 
the Alabama and Florida, the Conrt is nnani- 
monsly of opinion that these accessories most 
follow the lot of their principals, and submit 
to the same decision. 
So far as relates to tbe case of the privateer 
Betribation, the tribunal, by a majority of 
three to two voices, is of opinion that England 
has not failed to foUU her daties qpdeL.'the 


Bo fkr as relates to Uie Georgia. Biunter, 
Nashville, Tallahassee and Ohiokamagoa, the 
Court is nnanimonsly of opinion that Great 
Britain has not failed to fulfil the duties pre­ 
scribed under the three rules of the treaty or 
by international law. 


BULED OUT OF OOUBT. 
The Court is of opinion that the Bailie, Jeff. 
Davis, Music, Boston and Joy are excluded 
from consideration for want of evidence. 


And whereas, so far as relates to the par­ 
ticular form of indemnity claimed by the 
United States for costs incurred in the pur­ 
suit of the cruisers, it is not, in the judgment 
of the tribunal, properly distingnishable from 
the general expenses of war. Therefore, the 
Court is of opinion, by a majority of three 
to two, that there is no ground for awarding 
any sum by way of indemnity under this head. 


PBOSPEOnVE DUUBIES. 
Whereas 
prospective 
injuries 
cannot 
properly be made subject for compensation, 
inasmuch as they depends in nature 
on 
future and uncertain contingencies, 
the 
tribunal is unanimoosly of opinion that there 
is no groond for award under this head. 


ESTIMATINO THB DAMAGES. 
■Whereas, in order to arrive at an equitable 
oompeusation for damages sustained, it is ne­ 
cessary to set aside all double claims for the 
same lossoi and all claims for gross freight so 
for as it exceeds net freighi. 


INTEBEST ON THB AMOUNT. 
And whereas it is just and reasonable to 
allow interest at a reasonable rote. 


THE FINAL AWABD. 
Whereas, in accordance with tho spirit and 
letter of the Treaty of Washington, it is prefer­ 
able to adopt the form of adjudication of 
a sum in gross rather than refer the subject of 
compensation for farther discussion and delib­ 
eration to the Board of Assessors provided in 
article 10 of the Treaty of Washington, tho 
Tnbnnal of Arbitration—using tho authority 
conferred on its members by article 7 of 
the treaty—by a majority of four voices awards 
to the United States of America the sum of 
fifteen millions five hundred thousand dollars 
in gold 08 the indemnity to be paid by Great 
Britain to the use of tho American government 
for satisfaction of all claims referred to the 
consideration of the arbitrating tribunal 


SEALED AND UNALTBBABLB. 
Conformably to the provisions contained in 
article 7 of the treaty, and in accordance 
with the terms of article 11 of the treaty, 
the tribunal declares that all claims which 
have been referred to it for adjndication are 
hereby fully, perfectly and finally settled. 
Tho Court fhrtbermore declares that each 
and every one of the said claims, whether the 
same may or may not have been presented to 
notice or laid before the tribunal shall hence­ 
forth be considered and treated as settled and 
barred. 
In testimony whereof the present decision 
and award has been made in duplicate 
and signed by the arbitrators, who have 
given assent thereto; the whole being in 
exact conformity with the provisions of 
tbe Treaty of Washington.

T^e amount awarded to individual claimants 
ia $11,500,000, and the amount awarded tho 
United States for the pursuit of the Alaliama, 
Shenandoah and Florida is about four mil­ 
lions. 
On all points of international importance 
tho arbitrators are a unit, but on the quostioB 
of money award Sir Alexander Cockbum took 
opposite views, and Count Sclopia virtoaliy 
coincided with him, at the same time joining 
with the others in snstaining the peouniorj 
award to tho United States. 
Mr. Davis states that the text of the award 
of the arbitrators at Geneva has been publicly 
announced there. 
The United States receive the gross sum of 
fifteen and one half millions of dollars 
($15,500,000) fer losses sustained by the acts 
of the Alabama, of the Florida, and of tho 
Shenandoah after leaving Melbourne. 
It will be recollected that by tbe terms of 
the treaty tho amount is payable in gold at 
Washington within one year from the date of 
the award.

THE NEGLECT OP PEOPRIETORS. 


Iain, Hail and Snow Pelting Through the 
Broken Wails Into the Sleeping 
* 
Rooms of the Poor. 


Remedial Measures by the Board 
of Health. 


Constant vigilance by the officers of the Health 
Department, although It has in a few years greatly 
improved the sanitary condition of some of the 
worst quarters of the city, has not yet succeeded 
in accumplishlDg the perfect results, the absence of 
which will ever be scandalous to modern civiliza­ 
tion. It seems Improbable to half the populace of 
a 
large 
city that 
the 
other 
half 
are 
living In squalor, llith, wretchedness, Infection and 
disease; au<] paiut the horrors of those scenes in 
the substrata of life as they may. Journalists have 
failed to remove the prejudice from the mind of the 
bigoted citizen that much of their details were the 
e.\aggerated work of the Imagination. Such laclt 
of susceptibility Is excusafde, but not so tho 
llAKK-aOOLED UYP0CKI8Y, 
with which another class of well-to-do people look 
upon the repeated exposCa of the monstrosities 
of neglect which exist m 
the tenement 
system of 
New 
York, and of which they 
affect to disbelieve the truth. These men 
are, almost without exception, wealthy owners of 
real estate whose nroperty lies In the very locali­ 
ties most condemned, and one would not suppose 
that gentlemen with pretensions of the highest 
social and reUglous order were the proprietors of 
many of the worst conducted bagnios In Water 
street and of the vilest lodging cellars, whose 
slcxening (Umcs are breathed out through the nar­ 
row openings along tho filthy sidewalks with, no 
other escape. Yet such Is the case. The old build­ 
ings which line the most dilapidated and fljthy 
streets of the lower wards prwluce 
TUK INCOMES OF RICH MEN. 
While the horrors of their condition are the cause 
of disease, wretchedness and despair to the. poor 
creatures whose means afford them no other shel­ 
ter, or whose vile debasement has made tliem un­ 
willing inmates of these lowest and filthleat dens 
of vice. For it cannot be believed that many of 
them prefer filthy and rotten beds to cleanly and 
orderly ones, although both be couches of sin. 
The Health Department has been recently en­ 
gaged In thorougn inspectiun of the tenement 
lionses and low dens of ill-repute in the city, andllta 
labors have disclosed afresh, even alter all that has 
been already done to alleviate the evil, scenes and 
facts of so Btartlingly disgusting a character as to 
be well calculated to shock the public. Yet 
if the descriptions of these places are received 
with Incredulous shrugs and pooh-poohed by the 
persons who sym pathlze alone with the owners of 
the premises. It must soon be conceded as an ad­ 
ditional maxim of fact, that white one half the 
world knows notlüng of how the other half Uves, it 
also cares less. 
The Health Officers have recently made several 
ejections of families from 
niBKASE-BRKEDINO LOCALITIES, 
and In visiting these a fearful degree of ueglect and 
carelessness as to the welfare of the tenants on the 
part of the proprietors was discovered. A large 
m.ijonty of the houses reported on were old and 
ball ruined—walls and ceilings crumbling, floors 
broken and worn througn, stairs rickety and un­ 
safe, 
roofs 
leaky as selves 
and 
cellars 
subject to frequent overflows from the ad­ 
joining delapidsted and useless sewers. Two of the 
dirtiest abodes in the city are Nos. 67 and 69 Oak 
street—a low two-story frame building with attics 
and a brick rear extension, and owned by J. Ood- 
iroT, No. 7U Catherine street. It is occupied by two 
stores and four families. It has fora long time been 
in a terrible state of 
RCIN ANn FILTH, 
despite the frequent efforts of the Health Depart­ 
ment to have Its condition bettered. The exterior 
of the structure Is very far from tielng Inviting, al­ 
though It is quite picturesque. The entrance is far 
less inviting tiian that of a stable, tiroplug Into 
the narrow, dark hallway, the visitor stumbles over 
various obstructions, such as small hillocks of 
garbage, and may be accounted lucky If he uo not 
by mlwiidveuture slip Into tiie holes worn Into 
the floor by generations of treading by human feet. 
^Vhat was the history of all those human feet; 
where they had carried their owners before they 
eventually brought lliem to the grave; how often 
their gait was sorrowful or gay, or moody, or weak 
or strong, might be Interesting and smack of ro­ 
mance If only such Inanimate things as these 
sombre and ancient walls miglit be Induced to 
hold converse with us. Many years ago the old 
house occupied by some unpretentious but respect­ 
able family ot tlie society of that humbler day 
looked not so crestfallen and gloomy In Its aspect, 
nor gave one such (jualmy feelings of disgust. The 
cellar of this building Is black as night, and 
THE ATMOSIMIKKE IIAMP AND CLAMMY. 
The bottom Is an area of mud caused by the leak' 
age of the sewers, and Iruiu It arises the most 
irightfully sickening odors, having a sort of 
deathlike quality which suggests the terrible and 
almost sure eflects of long being compelled to 
breath them. In the rear of the house is a small 
yard, which was only recently paved with brick. It 
was formerly strewn 
with 
garbage and 
filth, 
and 
the 
drain 
to 
the 
hydrant 
was In such 
bail repair that it umlied 
Infectious smells. A tumble-down, dilnnidatcd 
shanty in the back yanl, too fllthy for description, 
was shut by the owner and the door nailed up; 
tu t no other like accommodation was substituted 
for the tenants, and slop.s and garbage arc now 
THROWN INTO TIIE OCTTKR 
late at night to avoid the observation of the watch- 
iiiUD; and also at times Into the closets and cor­ 
ners of the house, which arc in a luosl c.\ecrable 
condition. The stairs are tottering and dangerous 
and full of holes. The walls of the halls and rooms 
are broken, loose and In danger of falling and 
causing Injury to the Inmates, and they are black­ 
ened by the soot which is washed from the 
fines by the rain and with the leaking of 
water 
from 
the roof. 
On 
the 
second 
floor the closets are filled with rubbish aod Impart 
a horrible stench. The Inhabitants of this human 
abode have little encouragement In any attem pts 
they may have ever made to live In cleanliness and 
decency, and their squslor and wretchedness should 
be a palpable reproach to their landlord, wlwse 
name Is J. Gmlfrey.

Tiwy are wooden atm etarea. Moa. 86, 3»x, a# and 
3»M were described yesterday. The condition of 
the others la not lesa horrible. Moa. 00 and ea Bax­ 
ter street, owned by Robert McClay, No, 432 Canal 
street, and leased by laadore Abrahams, stand a<l- 
jotnlng one the other, and are of nearly the same 
description,OLD ANn RDINOrS BÜILUINne, 
originally constructed of w ood and afterwards re­ 
paired with brick. They are three stones In 
height. No. «0 contains three families and Na W 
has five under Its roof. The brick side walla of the 
latter are badly broken and dangerously weak. 
The weather boarding without Is war|)cd and 
through apertures where It has been torn off by 
the wind 
It admits 
the cold and rain. 
The roof leaks badly and the moisture 
drips continually down through the walls and tim­ 
bers, weakening them by causing rapid decay of the 
material. The floors are rotten and weak, and 
large openings are broken through them In many 
places. The woodwork Is damaged and some of 
the doors twoken Into splinters. In all parts of 
the

air. The window frames and sashes are also 
dilapidated and decayed, and many of the panes of 
glass are broken. The whole asfiect of the place 
Is that of neglect and ruin. It has long since be­ 
come unfit for human habitation, and the 
ROTTEN HOWS 
in this and adjoining streets should be razed to the 
ground and now structures erected In their stead. 
A very ancient and ruinous building Is No. 27 
Baxter street. It is of wood and Is three stories 
In height. Owing, perhaps, to its particularly dan- 
gerous condition. It Is only occupied by one family, 
hardly enough to make it their abode. The tim­ 
bers are decayed and broken, and for this 
reason some portions of the floors have become 
sunken, and all of them are ftall and uncertain, 
trembling beneath the tread. Tho rain Irom the 
roof drips down along the walls, soakiug Into the 
fl ame and causing It to decay. There are gaps In 
the weather boarding, and the plastering of the 
rooms Is partly detached from tho lathing, leaving 
entrance for the wind and rain. In winter the 
snow drills in upon tho occupants, and the cold 
must be extremely bitter. The bulWlng Is owned 
by John H. Williams, of 299 Mulberry street. 
The other houses In this locality, and In Bayard, 
Mulberry. Pell and Mott streets, are In ranch the 
same state, and all of those which have been thus 
far inspected have been ordered to be vacated and 
repaired. NKOLECT OP THE SCAVKNOEBS, 
The appearance of the thoroughfares upon which 
these tenement houses are situated Is In perfect 
keeplug with the dilapidation and the filthy and 
slovenly habits ol tliclr occupants. Dr. II. K. 
btlles made an Inspection of the streets of tho 
Fourth ward during the last month, and gave the 
following report to nls superior, Dr. E. H. Jones:—

known to the police as ‘‘Indian Ned,’’ bat whose 
real name Is Edward Wallington After carousing 
about for some lime they concluded to go to the 
"New Idea,’’ where there are a large number of 
girls in attendance. At this time tbc gang were In 
front of the Revere House, and from here they 
started to the saloon, which Is kept by a man 
named Edward Perkins. Perkins was about to 
CLOSE UP HIS PLACE 
and had a carnage standing In front of the door, in 
which he and his wife were going home, and when 
Reddy and his followers came up they began pulling 
and maltreating tbe horses and trying to make 
them run away. The driver remonstrated, and this 
occasioned some boisterous talk which attracted 
the attention of the ten-pln boys employed In the 
saloon, 
who 
ran 
out 
and 
Immediately 
returned with the unwelcome Intelligence that 
"Reddy tho Blacksmith’’ and Ills crowd of 
roughs were outside. 
Mr. Perkins at once 
closed his doors and locked them, for he knew full 
well the character ol the men he had to deal with, 
and that If they once gained an admittance they 
would In all probability create a serious disturbance 
which might terminate In bloodshed. He had no 
sooner turned tho key than tho party, tired of 
abusing the hackdriver aud his horses, rushed 
against the doors and demanded admittance. 
Perkins told them ho had closed up lor the night, 
aud therefore could not let them in. 
"Kick the dour iul” "Bust up the shebang I” 
shouted 
SEVERAL OF THE OANO, 
and without further ceremony a vigorous onslaught 
was made on the doors, whloh, however, refused 
to yield, priuclpally because Mrs. Perkins, a woman 
weighing 303 pounds, had set down against them. 
Belore making another attem pt to break In Mrs. 
Perkins remonstrated with them, as did also her 
husband, telling them that the girls had all left, 
aud that if they were admitted there was no 
one to wait on them. This, however, seemed 
to have no other effect than to Increase 
the determination of the roughs to gain an 
entrance anyhow, for they again rushed against 
the doors, this time with renewed violence, and 
kicked and pounded until the pannels were all split. 
But Mrs. PerklQs still reclined against tbe doors, 
and they moved not. Seeing the task of getting 
Inside was a far more difficult one than they had 
anticipated, the roughs became greatly enraged, 
and swore they would batter tbe doors down. 
Their threats of violence frightened Mrs. Perkins 
from her position, aud when again they tried the 
door It yielded before them. The first who rushed 
in was "Indian Ned,” aud as ho stepped across the 
threshold PERKINS DISCnARGBD A PISTOL 
at him, the ball taking effect In his lorehead just 
above the left eye and passed through Into the 
brain. He fell senseless to the floor and, of course, 
the rest of the gong, like cowards as they are, beat 
a hasty retreat. 
Officer Townsend, of the Fourteenth precinct, was 
soon on the spot, and, learning of the shooting, at 
once Uesjiatciicd a messenger to the station house, 
la Mulberry street, lor a stretcher. This being 
brought, the wounded man was placed on It and 
borne to the station, followed by officer Townsend 
and Mr. Perkins. A surgeon examined the wound 
and pronounced It mortal, and ordered the man 
removed to Bellevue Hospital, which was subso- 
qucntly done. 
Oil being ques ioned about the affair Perkins ad­ 
mitted having done the shooting, and said he 
thought It was fully ^mstlflable, especially as he 
knew the character of the men he had to deal with. 
AT THE TOMBS. 
At ton o’clock In the forenoon the prisoner, 
accompanied by bis wife and several friends, was 
taken before Judge Hogan at the Tombs Police 
court. Messrs. Howe A Hummel appeared as his 
counsel and at once moved for the discharge of 
their client on the ground that his acUon waa jus­ 
tifiable. Mr. Howe denounced In unmeasured 
terms “Reddy” and his followers, ‘ and declared 
that every man had a perfect right to protect his 
premises from a gang of well known ruffians aud 
blacklegs. 
Judge Hogan said he fully coincided with the 
counsel’s remarks in regard to every citizen’s pro­ 
tecting himself aud his premises, out he would, of 
course, have to hold an examination In the case. 
He therefore set ouo o'clock as the hour for tbe in­ 
vestigation. 
At that hour the prisoner was brought In, and In 
a few minutes "Reddy the Blacksmith'’ and some 
half 
dozen 
of his 
gang came in aud 
took seats. 
Just aa the m agistrate was 
about opening the case, he was notified 
that Corouer Young had taken it In hand, and 
would take the wounded man’s ante-mortem state­ 
ment at Bellevue Hospital during the afternoon. 
Under these circumstances the Judge directed 
Captain Cllnchy to take I’erklus up to the hospltaL 
The Captain started off with his prisoner, but was 
met on the steps of 
the 
Tombs by a 
messenger from the Coroner’s office, who said tho 
Coroner would not go up to Bellevue, but 
would be at his office. Accordingly the prisoner 
was taken thither, where he was kept until four 
o’clock, and the Coroner not then having put In an 
appearance Captain Cllnchy was compelled to take 
Mr. Perkins back to the station house. Commit­ 
ments to the House of Detention were made out 
for Challes Edwards, John Jameson aud John 
Brennan, all oi whom were eye witnesses to the oc­ 
currence. 
Edward Wallington, alias “Indian Ed,” Is of very 
respectable parentage and well connected. He has 
a brotber who Is president of a bank in Coming, 
N. Y. He came here from Boston some time ago, 
and has led a dissolute life ever since. 
“ INDIAN ED’S” STORY. 
A Herald representative visited Bellevue Hospi­ 
tal yesterday afternoon and waited for Coroner 
Y'oung, but who faillug to appear, he gained per­ 
mission from Warden Brennan, and visited 
the 
bedside 
of 
the 
victim 
and 
en­ 
deavored to converse with him, but YValilngton 
seemed both unable and unwilling to talk. He said, 
however, that he had no statem ent to make and 
did not know who shot him. He suffered with great 
pain in Ids head and threw up considerable blood. 
While the reporter was endeavoring to gain some 
Information from Wallington, Captain Cllnchy. of 
the Fourteenth precinct, entered the room. 
In 
company with 
tho 
prisoner, Perkins, 
and asked him (Wallington) If 
he could 
hkntlfy 
the 
man 
who 
shot him, and 
ho said “No.” Wallington, In reply to a question 
asked by Captain Cllnchy, said Jim Bell and 
others were with him at the time he was shot. 
Perkins does not deny the shooting and pleads 
jiistlilcatlon for the act. The hospital surgeon has 
not been able to locate the hall In Wallington's 
head, but la of tho opinion tho wound will prove 
fatal. 
The Injured man declined giving his residence In 
the citv, but said most of his relatives live in Steu­ 
ben county, in tbls State. 
A MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 


An Aged Stalnnecock Bqnnw nt (inogne 
K illed In Her Bed—The Deed Done for 
Oolfl—Four Cents the Booty. 
Mary Ann Titus and her husband lived In a small 
cabin In a remote part of Long Island known as 
Quogue. The place is noted chiefly fur Its abund­ 
ance of game. Mary Ann and her husband were 
descended from a slave family when slavery was an 
institution in these parts. The little cabin in 
which they lived was licqucathed them by the chil­ 
dren to the man who held thely parents In slavery'' 
Tliey resided here undisturbed, working among 
the neighboring farmers; and, living with them 
saved tholr earnings. Being upwards of sixty 
years of ago each, tlieir salaries were small, bnt 
old Titus, from Ills association with his master’s 
children, knew how to save his money, and had It 
put out on bond and mortgage. Rumor had it that 
the old man waa worth $2,ooo, and that lie kept 
It, In 
(10I,n, SEWED UP IN THE BEDTIUK. 
On Monday rooming the old man went to work 
and returned Into in the evening. He waa sur­ 
prised to find the cabin dark, and above all, the 
windows dark*‘m;d. The door was locked, and he 
went to a neighbor's to find Mary Ann. Bhe was 
not there, and the neighbor and his son went to 
the house with the old man. The lioy was lifted 
through the window and opened the door. They 
fbund everything In dUorder, chairs and tabic up­ 
set, tho old clock knocked down and the stove 
broken. On the bed, recUnlng on the lea side, lay 
the old woman. 
HUE WAS DEAD AND COLD. 
The old man became helpless. , People gathered 
at the Coroner’s Inquest, and the jury, after llstep- 
» g to the most ridiculous stories, lound that she 
came to her death at the hands of persons unknown 
to them. She had i»een murdered, beyond donbt. 
The ob>ect must have been the money they were 
said to hare in the house; bnt tbe old man says 
ovary seat Uio hom cootamed waa /our. wUcb 


were stolen. Mo e flb rt Is belag made to fhrrtt OM 
the murderer. T he people bSTeve that It wonM be 
easier to find a needle in a haystack. It to ^ 
that a amall boat was seen near the place and mo 
men were seen about the vUlage who landed from 
her; bnt no one would be able to recognize either 
men or boat. The whole affhlr to

der the busband and wife were on a spree, and 
qnarrelled on their way home. The old man now 
admits this. He savs that Mary Ann was not bis 
wife, bnt the runaway squaw of a Hblnnecock In­ 
dian. They had Uve<l together for some time. He 
says he left home at lour o’clock In the morning to 
go to work, and returning at seven found her dead. 
Her head was cut and bruised, and also her breast. 
The old negro was yesterday placed under arrest. 
It is believed that fie assanlted her after the quar­ 
rel on night of the spree. 


JIM WATSOrS TEU-TALE BOOK. 


A Bemarkable BsveUtion of Bing Oivisions-lhe 
Book in Which Coonty Auditor Watson Bs- 
corded the Division of the Btealings of the 
Bing Found and Deposited in a Safe Do* 
posit Offioe-Hamss of the Partioi- 
panto in the Division, with the 
Dates and Amounto-Bepnbli- 
can Oentlemon Said to Hava 
Shared in the Stealinga 


As the campaign progresses and the varloos local 
Dolltlcal celebrities aspire to office, or arraign 
themselves on the side of their respective parties, 
the m atter of the Bing prosecutions causes much 
concern to some, who fear that at the last moment 
some move may be made calculated to knock 
down their Idols. 
It to now well under­ 
stood that Tweed has cast bis fortunes 
with the Grant and 
O’Brien party, 
and 
this circumstance has produced in the minds 
of many the impression that some pledge has been 
given him by those who had the Indictments in 
terrorem over the King that he will not be prose­ 
cuted If he aids O’Brien. Some who profess to 
know declare that the indictments against the 
alleged Ring thieves have mvslcriously disap­ 
peared, but a reporter who yesterday called upon 
District Attorney Garvin Is enabled to give 
this a flat contradiction. Judge Garvin aasured 
him most positively that the Indictments are all 
safe in his office, and that they were examined by 
Mr. W. II. Peckham and him only two or three days 
ago. The reporter also conversed a few days ago 
with Mr. William F. Havemoyer, who expressed 
his beUef that the parties Indicted would be vigo­ 
rously prosecuted this Fall by the authorities. 
In the course of his Inquiries tbe H erald re­ 
porter was positively assured that the memoran­ 
dum book, that rumor said was lett by the late 
county auditor Watson, showing with whom he 
had divided the stealings, had been found, and was 
In this city awaiting the calling of the cases in the 
courts, to be offered In evidence. 
Sheriff O’Brien, 
Mr. Havemeyer, Comptroller Green and others were 
questioned as to the truth of this rumor, but they 
all professed to be Ignorant of the existence of the 
telltale book. After diligent investigation the re­ 
porter learned In whose possession the book now 
Is, and on calling upon the custodian, whom he had 
for years known as a gentleman of unimpeachable 
veracity, he frankly admitted that he Is the custo­ 
dian of the book, and he confidentially detaUed the 
manner In which it passed from the custody of Mr. 
Watson to ex-Comptroller Connolly, by whom It 
was left In bis care, under certain restrictions aa to 
Its nse in the future. 
The book is now in a safe deposit company on 
Broadway, where It was placed by tho reporter’s 
informant. Ho states that It Is covered with blue 
velvet. Is about fourteen Inches long, five Inches 
broad and about two Inches thick. About two- 
thirds of the leaves are filled with memoranda of 
the amounts paid to the various members of 
the Ring and others, out of the proceeds 
of the forgeries.' The dates of these payments are 
given, and the book seems to have been kept with 
zealous care by County Auditor Watson, In whose 
handwriting tfie entries were make. 
It Is also asserted by the gentleman who holds 
It, that the book contains entries of payments made 
to republicans who have never been suspected of 
having participated In the snolls of Connolly A 
Company. 
Since the H erald reporter began the search for 
the book some of the parties active In the Ring 
prosecutions have obtained knowledge of the ex 
istence of It, and a few nights ago Mr. Samuel 
Tilden expressed great concern because It had 
not reached the hands of tho prosecution. 
It to understood that he Is endcaToring 
to find out where it is deposited, with 
a view of compelling, by means of the Courts, 
its production. The gentleman who possesses It, 
however, is uuder certain pledges to keep It secret 
for a certain period, and while he mentioned con­ 
fidentially to the reporter the names of some of the 
parties mentioned In the list of payments, that 
would fill about four pages of the H erald In closely 
printed agate, the above was all the details for the 
publication of which permission could be obtained 
It may bo said In this connection that ex-Comp­ 
troller Connolly is not now in this country, and the 
reporter learns that he has not been here for sev­ 
eral weeks. At the time of the exposure of the 
frauds the Ring learned that such a book had been 
kept by Watson, and great 
efforts 
fall­ 
ing to nneartli it, 
the Ring felt more 
easy, 
and came 
to the conclusion that 
there was no such book in existence. The Comp­ 
troller, however, anticipated his asssciatea In the 
m atter and secured the much-coveted record 
which is likely to fall upon the Court like a thun 
dcr-bolt, should Connolly cousent to permit its 
production in Court. 
DETECTIVE DOINGS. 
Detective Parley recovered a large portion of the 
goods stolen from the office of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Packet company at Hoboken, N. J., the day 
beiore yesterday, at Baltimore, Md. This robbery 
was committed on the 3d of August last, and Cap­ 
tain Irving, of the detective force, was made 
aware of the circumstance at the time. He de­

These 
watches answered the description given to Captain 
Irving of those stolen, and Detective Farley bronglit 
them on to New York with him. The detective 
was Informed by J. S. Kodbery, upon whose 
premises he found the watches, that they 
had been bought from a man calling himself Nathan 
Kodgers, and who said he came from New York 
Detective Farley telegraphed to Captain Irving of 
his discovery, and the latter officer directed him to 
secure the property and return to New York Imme­ 
diately, as the party who committed the robbery 
was under snrvellance.
